The- Sreetlon of a memorial to 
Miyiairo|tlie subject of a talk given 
f^P^elwâning and Metalluigical So- 
ctfety' yesterday. J. B. Angell, the 
speaker, of Eng. '35, accompanied the 
expedition last summer as assistant 
engineer, and brought back a number 
of photographs with which he illus- 
trated his talk. 

Mrs, Peary and her children raised 
a stmt euSicient to send an expedition 
of some ten men to Greenland, with 
the object of raising a memorial to 
her husband and his famous yoyi^. 
The small crew, undor leadei^hip of 
Captain Bartlet, sailed North early in 
the summer of 1933, and stopped at 
the southern end of Greenland to en- 
gage a few Eskimos, the necessary dogs 
and sleighs. The site chosen for thé 
memorial was at quite a height above 
sea-level, and some five miles from 
where the aoliooner was moored. The 
ship's cargo, consisting chiefly of 
sand and cement, was disembarked; 
It was no small 'task to transfer it to 
the place chosen, but the men and the 
dogs tackled the Job .wUh^rart^ergy. 
Five trips were niade'^mS^^toyî^ thè 
sleiglis being loaded with sixty to one 
hundred pounds of material,- An ac-.

Due Di Rignano Addresseid 
Students In Moyse Hall 
Yesterday Morning - 

A LUCID and comprehensive survey 
of the Italian Corporate State in 
its economic and political aspects, 
with an account of the advantages it 
hàS'brougl>t the country, was present- 
ed to. over SOD students in Moyse Hall 
yestCTday morning by Dan Mario 
Cdonna, Due dl Rignano, . one-time 
Italian ambassador to London, who is 
touring Canada under the auspices of 
the National Council of Education. Dr. 
S.'Leacock was in the chair, while the/ 
speaker was intrddueed by Dr. J, O. 
Herameon. 

The speaker commenced with a brief 
survey, of the strife and disorder that 
was prevalent in Italy between . the 
yean 1919 arid 1923. Since the regime 
of Mussolini, the state has become a 
well-organized, coordinated entity with 
the lowest percentage of unemploy- 
ment of any nation today. In 1922 
amid the strife and disorganization of 
the post-war period, the King gave 
Mussolini the "power of attorhey" to 
effect the necessary recrganteatlon. 
The speaker emphasiaed the fact that 
the present grant of powers to Mus- 
solini Is not a "dictatorship;" rather it 
was simply a "concentration of power." 
MussoUni is not a dictator^he is t, 
constitutional ruler.

The presen^Sn^oey of the corpor- 
ate state dates from the labour legis- 
lation of 1926 when the Unions were 
given the right of incorporation— that 
is, the unions of different trades could 
become incorporated and represent 
that particular trade.

A description o^ the many and var- 
ied travels of Marco Polo, the famous 
adventurer who visited the magnifi- 
cent court of Kublal Khan, was read 
by Helen Savage at the meeting of 
the R.V.O. Historical Club last night, 
The paper was prepared by Margaret 
Bteler, who was unable to attend the 
meethig. Kublal Khan, grandson of 
the funous Genghis Khan, was pro- 
claimed Emperor of China. He was a 
wise and tolerant rider, and sincerely 
believed in the superiority of OWnese 
civilization. 

To his court came two brothers, 
Mafflo, and Nlcolo Pok>, Venetian 
merchants, after several years' of 
wandering through Eastern Tartary 
and Persia. They were grociously re- 
ceived by the. Eniperor, /Who listened 
with great interest to the tales of their 
own country, . and the discourses on 
Christianity. ' • 

' He' sent them to Rome with mes- 
sages to the Pope, -reqUesthig him to 
send - a himdred wise men, skilled in 
the' seven arts. When Nlcolo and Maf- 
flo got back,, the Pope was dead, so 
for two years thoy awaited the ap- 
pointment of a new one. 

Finally they set out for. the court 
of Kublal Khani taking with them 
^two friars and Marco Polo, the son of 
Mm1o?5 When they reached Armenia 
^rs, frightened by the fighthig 
country, turned back, while

, Interest in the Doukhobours has al- 
ways, been very keen on the part of 
the Canadian public and this because 
certain aspects of their culture have 
brought them to actual conflict with 
Canadian authorities. Through ixuni- 
erically only about 20,000, these people 
have made headlines in the Canadian 
press. The ordinary man has read of 
their nude parades and of the trials 
and recent deportation proceedings 
against theh: leader, Peter Verlgin. Mr. 
Re^d, who has- an intimate knowledge 
of this .group, wiU attempt to preséiït 
in; an analtlcal way the- problems of 
occupational and social adjustment 
that these people faoe.>

"XHE NEW CHURCH '^^ND THE NEW GER 
MA)^ij^|bs|^Charles S. MacFarland. THE 
MAdllLUANS 'in CANADA, Toronto. 209 pp. 
»3.65. 

Nowadays it is. Xalriy easy to get semi-official 
material on the subject of German nationalism and 
tne more gennal recent events to vhidh National 
Socialism has sriven rise. It is by far less easy' to 
get<the truth of the matter involved. And to get 
purriy authoritative and unbiased information Is 
all but Impossible. 

That is why we are so enthusiastic In our re- 
CHrtloh of Dr. MacFarland's book "The New Church 
and the New Germany." Leaving aside the virtue of 
the timdlnesB of the material, you will find nothing 
in this book that has not been thoroughly substan- 
tiated by penonal Interview, or by discriminatory 
investigation. Dr. MacFarland is himself « veteran 
in church administration: For twenty years he was 
senior administrative officer in the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in Ameiica, and is at 
present General Secretary Emeritus of the Federal 
Council. 

His writings are the resujt ot an intensive ^touv 
of Germain, long interviews 'iriUi Cluuweiioi^^^ 
Army Chaplain Ludwig Mueller, now 'leader of the 
"German Christians," and several of the most out- 
standing theological teaidiers in Germany today. 

. The whole of the ohurch disputation in Ger- 
many today centres around the problem of national- 
ism, as conceived by Chancellor Hitler, and the Na- 
tional Socialist party. On the one hand, the author 
points out, is the desire of the Church to. maintain 
a peaceful front, and an attitude of genuine co- 
opéi'ation with the Government; on the other hand 
is the wholly Incompatible Ideal of Herr Hitler, and 
his aubordlnaftes in the Râioh, who, while honestly 
dwlrlng to conoiliate the Ohurch in every way, and 
to grant atoolu^e toleration, still insist that the 
Chutvh oooform to the law of the Reich in all mat- 
ters concerning the ixriitiw of the Empire.' Probably 
all difficulties on this ix>int could be stumbled over 
in some way or other, exc^t tlis one most import- 
ant. That is the Aryan Patagi-aph. Protestant and 
Catholic, Luthenn and Free! Chuvblunan unite in 
condemning this Aryan Paragraph as utterly un- 
obtictian,. and in direct conflict y/ith the duty of 
the dhureh. ,This is the one obstacle that stands 
between German Dictatorship and a united and 
acquiescent' German Church. Mr. MacFarland 
quotes the Aryan Paragraph in brief, and we might 
be permitted to I'eproduoe his quotation: 

"He who is not of Aryan descent or who is 
married to a person not of Aryan descent may not 
be «aJled as clergyman or official of the general 
(diurch government Clergymen or officials of Aryan 
deMent-who marry. perM ot non-Aryan descent 
jîjpeiito. be* discharged. The determination as to' who 
is to be regâidèd as a peraeii of non-Aryan descent 
is made aceordtaig io the pravlsloiii of the law of the 
RelG». , • ' 

Fioin the dilemma arising out of this conflict- 
ing Of j^clesiastic and statutory law, the author sees 
no prtlsbnt solution. Nor indeed is there any pos- 
sible 4i6iution, except by force, to which the Olian- 
cellot/ls definitely and whole-heartedly opposed; or 
byilôme compromise, which is the more unlikely, as 
both the Protestant and Catholic Churches have 
resolutely set their backs against it. ; 

There are many ideals at stake in this new 
German experiment, which tlie author treats with 
all possible thoroughness. There is that naive Natzl 
theory of a union of the National Socialist's con- 
ception of a German Ohurch— a Protestant-Catho- 
lic union— with the world ecumenical body. History 
is full of dcperimmts, always futile, of this first 
visionary union; with respect to a German Cliurch 
united in the world body, how is that to be thought 
of when the Natzl religion violates the fundamental 
Christian principle of Brotherhood? 

. Like many other great students who have In- 
vestigated, tlie root, of the German phenomena, Dr.' 
MacFarland has at^eart a profound respect and ad 
miration for the spectacular Austrian who has be- 
come the Dictator of the German Nation. An 
extended inten-iew with Hitler has only strength- 
ened this opinion. Again, evei-ywhere among the 
Oemmn people he found if not absolute confidence 
in National Socialism, at least the greatest amount 
of coufideiice in tb«|^u^i^U^^tX;pu may say that 
the Géi'man 'péol)ie'Sfve?S!m§«^^èéh hero-worship- 
pèrs, have always had their Barbàrossàs, their Bis- 
marcks and WllhehiLS. Perhaps. But it seems to 
go deepei' than that. 

Dr. MacFarlàifd deplores Hitler's S'ttltiid^to^^ 
Jew; the attitude that is expressed wlth"TOB^^Iu^ 
fcticisiu of .the man in his book "Mein Kampf'T to- 
wards his visionary ideal of a united church under 
one titular head he is tolerant. But for his per- 



tutlon of the United Stàtes. The book is. published 
in Canada by the Macmillans.

"On the Rocks," which is supposed to be far more 
important than the play itsilf, puts up^a ease for 
the justification of killing.

too, of laissez faire or economic lib- 
erty prevalent to the nineteenth cen- 
tury was nothing else than laissez al- 
ien In place of this economic freedom 
witti^vi^its consequent disadvantages 
itnei-e-was needed a new system of con- 
trolled and coordinated economy with- 
out destroying the motive force of 
private inltintive and self-interest. In 
Italy this, force is still domtoant, but 
by the organization of the Corporate 
Strtè|^||Ubertles of the todivldual 
ture^y'SMcfed so as not to' conflict 
with the liberty and Interests of other 
groups. This is on essential condition 
of healthy nationhood. 

. Interests Coordinated 
The Italian experiment, has con- 
clusively .^to^m^^conUnu^the speaker 
that thetiS^cesis^f ^formerly con- 
flicttog groups can be coordinated so 
that their, interests can be identical— 
cai^tal and labour under the system 
of corporations work together— strikes 
and lockouts are prohibited, and thus

advantages of the system. The Italian 
experiment is an example of what a 
system of planned economy can do 
to coordinating theiproductlve^forces 
of a nation, to eliminating industrial 
efficiency.
